Dear  Caroline, 

First,  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  Auburn  photo  that  you  recently 
sent.  You  were  right,  we  did  not  have  a  copy  of  that  photo.  There  is  a  sister  photo 
(the  same  people,  same  clothes,  but  different  expressions  and  a  dog  included)  in  the 
1926  yearbook,  but  it  is  much  smaller  and,  printed  as  it  is  in  small  dots  like  a 
newspaper,  of  rather  poor  resolution. 

Is  your  father  in  the  photo?  If  he  is,  could  you  let  me  know  his  position?  Back  in  the 
old  days  even  the  yearbooks  would  not  name  the  folks  in  the  photos.  We  do  know 
who  a  few  of  them  were,  but  would  like  to  know  more. 

The  dating  of  the  photo  is  something  of  a  question.  Because  the  sister  photo  appeared 
in  the  1 926  book,  we  assumed  that  it  was  taken  during  the  1 925/26  school  year.  The 
faculty  in  the  front  row  also  taught  here  during  that  time.  The  photo  could  not  have 
been  taken  before  1921;  the  administration  building  behind  the  group  was  the  second 
one,  which  was  built  to  replace  the  first  building  which  burned  on  May  6,  1921 . 

Your  photo  cleared  up  at  least  one  puzzle  for  us.  To  the  right  of  the  administration 
building  can  be  seen  a  comer  of  the  “Academy  Apartment  House”  that  was  converted 
to  a  boys’  dorm  after  the  fire.  It  is  still  in  existence,  the  oldest  building  on  campus, 
and  currently  sits  behind  the  industrial  buildings  near  the  edge  of  the  cliff 
overlooking  the  Green  River  Valley  and  is  used  for  storage.  There  were  stories  that 
this  was  not  its  original  location-that  the  building  had  been  moved.  The  picture  you 
sent  shows  this  building  was  lined  up  with  the  south  edge  of  the  administration 
building;  it  is  now  located  about  a  hundred  feet  north. 

Thanks  to  contributions  by  “Romeo’s  Kids”  we  are  able  to  keep  our  memorabilia  in 
an  archivally  safe  environment  in  fireproof  cabinets.  The  photo  you  sent  will  join  our 
other  historic  photos  there.
